FUTURE OF SUZUKI GOVERNMENT ANALYZED 
Tokyo KEILZAI TENBO in Japanese 15 Oct 80 pp 14-17 


[Text] No-Policy Cabinet May Hold Longters Power With Support of Tanaka, Ohira, 
and Fukuda Factions 


The debate over how long the Sutuki government will last has suddenly become 
clamorous. Some say that because the chief, Prime Minister Suzuki, lacks sense 
of direction in policy-making and leadership, the future of the cabinet is 
hopeless in spite of stabl: majority support. Others point out that since 
ancient times there has been 4 strange custom in Japan of ganging up on and 
beating down anyone who tries to do a job aggressively. As long as this remains 
the case, the do-nothing Suzuki cabinet shows signe of a long life. 


Unexpectedly Strong Support 


This summer, with Minister of Justice Okuno making his statement on constitional 
revision and Minister of Home Affairs Ishiba gaking his statement on introduction 
of a emall electoral district system, the Suzuki government has goaded the 
opposition parties indiscriminately. With the coming of fall breezes and the 
approach of an extraordinary session of the Diet, it seems to be putting the 
sword back in ite scabbard. But in any case the prime ginister has let his 
ministers say what they Liked as they pleased, and then aftervard complained, 
“That does not reflect ay opinion.” Many cf the people gust have wondered, “Does 
Prime Minister Suzuki have any leadership ability at a117" In addition to this, 
he showed his lack of understanding toward “politics” in his policy speech at 

the National LDP Summer Orientation Meeting. Since he is ignorant on policy- 
making and lacking in leadership, and on top of that, supported by such “great” 
party gemgbers as Tanaka and Nikaido, it is no wonder that the people have been 
moved to ask, “Just how long will this cabinet last?” 


At the same time, we have 4 strange tradit/on in this country and there are many 
instances of some cabinets being knocked down for doing something and other 
cabinets with prospects of doing nothing unexpectedly long-lived. Therefore 
there is a tendency of interpreting this situation as the arrival of a long- 


lasting government. 











In amy case iC cannot be denied that the people feel somewhat uneasy about whether 
Pri@e Minieter Suguki is really qualified to be Prime Minister or not. In July, 
immediately after the Suguki cabinet was inaugurated, an ASAHI poll showed that 
public support was 52 percent (with 18 percent nonsupport), the second highest 
rate of support in Sietory, next to that of the Tanaka cabinet. A YOMIURI poll 

in Auguet found the level of support to be 48.2 percent (with 25.1 percent 
nonsupport). This wae quite high considering the fact that the poll was taken 
immediate!» after a series of controversial statements, such as Minister of 
Justice Okuno's statement on conetitional revision were made. 


Nevertheless, when we look at the reasons for support for Suzuki Government, 

we find that in the ASAHI poll the most common reason, 24 percent, was “because 

it ie an LOP cabinet” and only 8 percent responded “because of its policies". 

In che YOMLURE poll only 31.0 percent said that the cabinet “has leadership" and 
46.9 percent comeluded that it “does not". In short, these figures back up the 

fact chat there is Little confidence in this cabinet's policies and leadership. 


Within the LDP, voices defending Prime Minister were heard from such people as 
former Prime Minister Pukuda. “Iie is too cruel to say he has no leadership 
ability. He's still in the stage of warming up." However, Prime Minister Suzuki 
has meade statements recently that should unnerve these apologists. 


Followine the steps of his ‘teacher’ the late Hayato Ikeda, the Prime Minister 
said “I: cer to achieve a better understanding of government policy, we must 
first socerstand financial matters." At first he was given high marks for his use 
of f.ceres 1p hie public speeches. Example: "The interest payments on government 
bonds sseunt co 12 billion yen per day. While I am speaking to you, 500 million 
yen an he .s being used up in interest payments.” However in the National LDP 


Summer Orieotation Meeting held io September he gave a miserable performance 
that exposed him as an incompetent leader. 


"Political Noosenee’ Tries Our Tolerance 


For « / he made his greatest blunder in his policy speech, saying, “The rate 
of depencerce on oil for energy in Japan is 7.1 percent. By developing alternate 
sources of energy we would like to raise this to 50 percent.” The correct figure 
for the rate of dependence on oil is 73 percent. Even if this were kindly inter- 
erected ae (vst @ mistake in reading, to say we want to raise the dependence on 
oil when we are in the process of trying to lower it raises t e question of 
whether he understands the situation at all. 


In addition to this, he made a mistake on the goal for this year's real economic 
growth and, although we depend on imports for 99 percent of our oil, said, "Japan 
depends on imports from foreion countries for a great deal, 88 percent, of its 

oil.” These mistekes cannot be simply called amusing. Chairman Abe and other 
members of the Policy Affairs Research Council let them pass at first but eventually 
had to frown on his [inaccurate] statements. 





Inac racy in statistics, by itself, may not be fatal, but when debating begins in 
the Diet, che prime minister had better not repeat this kind of poor showing on 








issuer of great concern to the people such as prices and economic conditions. 

If he does, confidence in the cabinet will wane and his base will be inevitably 
weakened. Of course, Prime Minister Suzuki will probably be cautious and as much 
as possible leave these things up to cabinet members expert in economics such as 
Mr Komoto, Director of the Economic Planning Agency and Minister of Finance 
Watanabe. Still, this is « sad situation. 


Prime Minister Suzuki has said personally, “Il understand that I am criticized 
for not having firm policies or vision. However, I have been placed in the 
position of Prime Minister by recommendation. I did not fight for the position 
by promoting myself as a man of vision. My mission is to carry out the public 
commitments of the party.” In a way, he is going on the offensive. But in 
another way he is revealing his feelings of inferiority, and admission that he 
lacks the qualifications necessary to be prime minister. 


in addition to the problem of qualifications there is a surprisingly deep split 
between cabinet ministers of the old Ohira faction which could influence the fate 
of the Suzuki cabinet. Simply stated, this is the discord between Foreign 
Minister Ito and Minister of International Trade and Industry Tanaka on the one 
hand and Chief Cabinet Secretary Miyazawa on the other. The former group was 
closest to former Prime Minister Ohira and considers the continuation of Ohira 
policies to be of utmost importance. Miyazawa was outside the mainstream in the 
old Ohira faction but is right in the center of the new mainstream with the 
emergence of Prime Minister Suzuki. 


When former Prime Minister Ohira died and the problem of his successor was still 
unsettled, Mr Suzuki worked within the old Ohira faction to support Miyazawa. At 
that time, Foreign Minister Ito was so mich against Miyazawa that he declared, "If 
Miyazawa is backed [by the faction], I will leave the faction.” Within the cabinet 
as well, this standoff is creating quiet sparks over diplomatic issues. In the 
recent National LDP Summer Orientation Meeting, Foreign Minister Ito held Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Miyazawa in check with this statement. "If I push Chira foreign 
policy forever I will be reprimanded by Mr Suzuki, so we will move to a Suzuki 
foreign policy before long. But until then let me go ahead with the Ohira foreign 


policy.” 
Miyazawa-Ito Discord a Defect 


The concept of “Ohira foreign policy” is not precisely defined, but it gives even 
more importance to Japan-U.S. relations than has the policy of previous govern- 
ments. The main feature has been to side with the United States when conflict 
developed between the United States and, for example, iran and the Soviet Union 
during the Iran and Afghanistan troubles. This was done even though Japan had to 
resign itself to cooler relations with Iran and the Soviet Union. 


In comparison to this, Suzuki foreign policy is still nebulous. However, Prime 
Minister Suzuki has a strong relationship with the Soviet Union from fishery 

negotiations and Chief Cabinet Secretary Miyazawa says, "We will not conduct a 
foreign policy based on a scheme of Japan, America, and the Middle East against 
the Soviet Union. Japan should consider Japan-Middle Eastern, Japan-U.S., and 











Japan-Soviet relations as separate problems." Therefore, if his posture must de 
characterized, t can be seen as giving comparatively wore consideration to the 
Soviet Union. 


Since the Suzuki government took office, no U.S.-Soviet conflict comparable to the 
Afghanistan problem has occurred. But if Japan is faced with a situation demand. + 
a concrete response, trouble between Ito and Miyazawa is inevitable. No matter how 
skilled the prime minister is at creating harmony, this conflict cannot be solved 
in a simple manner. Leadership will be fundamentally called into question. 


Of problems within the party, one that is likely to become a sore spot is the 
existence of Mr Nikaido, Chairmen of the Executive Council. Comparing the three 
top party officers, the concensus is that Nikaido has a slight edge in power. He 
has held the posts of chief party secretary and chief cabinet secretary and run 
the Tanaka faction as a surrogate leader. The Ohira faction has put none of its 
own people in the top three posts and Nikxaido has ambitiously attempted to do the 
work o. he Ohira faction as well as that of his own. In this burst of activity, 
he has even stuck his nose into the preparation of Prime Minister Suzuki's speech 
drafts. However, the more Kikaido makes himself visible, the more an atmosphere 
of suspicion is created. Furthermore, with Tanaka behind him, he is in the awkward 
position of being suspected even if he is doing nothing wrong. 


Since t Situation exists, the position of the Suzuki cabinet is ambiguous on the 
importa ssue of establishing ethical government. At che first meeting of the 
cabinet, ‘rime Minister Suzuki expressed this wish. "It is essential to attempt 

to reform and purify politics and enforce the discipline of government officials 

in order to restore the co ‘ence of the people. I would like the ministers to 
take the initiative in set « an example." But as matters stand, those are empty 


words. He has done nothing so far about taking action in the case of Dietman 
Sanpachi Tfaido (Chiba lst District) who made news for large scale violations of 
election rules. 


In the upcoming Diet session, the opposition parties will pursue the questions of 
the series of airpiane scandals, the suspiciously tight relationship between Japan 
and the 2OK, in particular the connection between Japanese politicians and the 
problem of cor upt accumulation of wealth in Korean politics, and also the role 

of the prime minister in the movement of Kokusai Kogyo President Osano into Iwate 
prefecture. If the Tanaka forces are effective in blunting a thorough investiga- 
tion of the truth, the high rate of support for the Suzuki cabinet is bound to 
take a sharp drop. With the Special Aeronautics Committee in the House of 
Representatives being abolished and Minister of Justice Okuno letting drop a state- 
ment that “the DC1O scandal is now nullified by statute of limitations", there is 
a good chance that this will happen. 


Viewed in these aspects, the Suzuki government is riddled with flaws. But this 
does not necessarily mean that it will be short-lived. A very comforting develop- 
met for the Suzuki cabinet was the move of che Fukuda faction to Suzuki's support, 
forming a three-way coalition of the Ohira (Suzuki), Tanaka, and Fukuda factions. 
There s a world of differei ce between this and the Ohira cabinet which alienated 
the Fukuda faction and operated with the backing of the Ohira and Tanaka factions 
only. 











Strong Three-way Coalition of Factions 


It is still not known exactly why former Prime Minister Fukuda, who had previously 
been so opposed to "Chief Party Secretary Suzuki", turned right around and backed 
him when the Suzuki cabinet was formed. A minister close to Fukuda recently gave 
this explanation. 


"Fukuda supported Suzuki because of his awareness of himself as leader of the 
Japanese WASPs (white, Anglo-Saxon, Protestant: characteristics of the U.S. 
governing class, necessary for such offices as president). Neither Tanaka nor 
Miki are members of the Japanese version of the WASP class. in the political 
sphere, only Fukuda or Ohira were connected with the mainstream leaders of other 
sectors such as Doko and Inayama of the financial community and the late Ichiro 
Kakayama and Seiji Kaya of the academic community. Now that Ohira is gone, it 
would not do for Fukuda to be opposed to the mainstream. Of course, to himself, 
he hoped that his own name would come up. But when it didn't, in order to link 
up with the next in line among Japanese "WASPs", Shintaro Abe, he returned to the 
mainstream by supporting Suzuki with the intention of establishing control behind 
the scenes.” 


Ac ording to Abe, charman of the Policy Affairs Research Council, former Prime 
Minister Fukuda decided to support Suzuki at an early date, 24 June, just two days 
after the election. If this is true and he decided to back Suzuki with clear 
conscience and by design, not just in the course of events, the support of former 
Prime Minister Fukuda for Suzuki must be seen as the real thing. 


Former Prime Minister Fukuda would not recognize Nakasone, director of the Adminis- 
trative Management Agency or Komoto, director of the Economic Planning Agency, as 
members of the Japanese "WASP" class and would not want to turn the government 
over to either of them. It is thought highly likely that his posture of support 
for Suzuki will continue until Policy Affairs Research Council Chairman Abe is 
groomed and ready. The supposition that "Fukuda will support Suzuki for two terms, 
4 and a half years,” is based on the feeling that Fukuda aims to keep the Suzuki 
government going until Nakasone and Komoto are knocked out of contention. 


Naturally the Tanaka faction is not likely to desert Suzuki. So supported by the 
Ohira (Suzuki), Tanaka, and Fukuda factions, the Suzuki cabinet, although full of 
weaknesses from an outside view, is strong within the party. Also, it is certain 
that Nakasone and Komoto will fail to be a threat for some time. Whatever the 
eventual outcome, continuing developments will bear close watching.

SOVIET OFFICIALS TO DISCUSS SIBERIAN PROJECTS WITH JAPANESE

[Text] Tokyo Nov 17 KYODO--Senior Soviet officials will fl, to Tokyo later this 
week for taiks on Siberian natural resources development projects, gove,nment 
sources said Monday. 


This includes the signing of long-pendiug agreements for Japanese credits for 
development of forestry and coal resources in Western Siberia, they said. 


The Soviet Union reportedly is seeking yen 160 billion [$761.9 million] to yen 200 
billion ‘no additional credits from the Export-Import Bank of Japan to finance devel- 
opment of forestry resources and dollar 40 million for development of the Yakutsk 
Coal Mine. 


Under a broad agreement reached last year, the Third Five-Year Forestry Development 
Program was to start this year, but Western economic sanctions, imposed because of 
the Russian invasion of Afghanistan, have forced a delay in the Japanese-Soviet 
joint undertaking. 


Under the Second Five-Year Program (1975-79), Japan provided yen 162.6 billion in 
credits in return for supplies of 17.5 million cubic meters of logs and pulp. 


Amid a slump in demand for lumber, however, the Japanese are responding cautiously 
to the Soviet-proposed new credits. 


For development of the Yakutsk Coal Mine, the Soviets first made soundings on the 
additional credits in October 1979 to finance purchases of coal crushers and other 
machinery and equipment from Japan. 


The seven-man Soviet team, led by Foreign Trade Vice Minister Viktor Mikhaylovich 
Ivanov, is scheduled to leave Moscow for a week-long visit to Tokyo Tuesday, foreign 
ministry officials said. 


The group will include Foreign Trade Bank Vice President Valeriy Pekshev and Vazha 
Dzhinozhikhadze, vice president of the Soviet Central Bank, Gosbank, they said. 


Although officials of the International Trade and Industry Ministry (MITI) declined 
to go .nto detail, the Soviet officials are expected to sound out the Japanese 
Government on another Japanese financial assistance for coustruction of a natural 
gas pipeline. 











There wae talk the soundings have been made through Japanese trading companies, 
seeking a soft Eximbank loan of $3 billion for the 4,000-kiiometer pipeline to 
move natural gas from Ob River basin deposits to West Germany, France end other 
West European countries. 


Under a broad agreement reached recently, West Germany has pledged $5.5 billion to 
help finance the Yamburg Project, which is estimated to cost $10 billion to $12 
billion, according to a press dispatch from Moscow. 


Despite Japan's sanctions against Moscow, in effect since last January, the 
Japanese Government is considering extending financial assistance to the Soviet 
Union on a case-by-case basis, MITI officials said. 


With the Japanese credits, the Russians are reportedly planning to purchase steel 
pipes and other equipment for the project. 


The project is included in the new Soviet Five-Year Economic Development Plan for 
1981-85.

SOCIALIST PARTY FORMS COMMITTEE--T..o Nov 6 KYODO--Leaders of the Japan Socialist 
Party and three labor organization ~eed Thursday to form a committee for strength- 
ening the party.

The agreement was reached in talks between JSP chairman Ichio 
Asukata and t p-ranking officials of the labor organizations on activities to 
strengthen the party. They aleo decided to meet periodically for that purpose. 

JSP representatives explained a draft action plan to be submitted to its regular 
convention next month and asked the labor leaders to join a committee for strength- 
ening the party, whose preparatory body has been formed by SOHYO. The labor leaders 
agreed to create the committee, but said that its character and membership should be 
discussed first by the three organizations.

JAPANESE CONSTITUTION REFORM--Tc kyo Nov 8 KYODO--Some 200 scholars, lawyers, 
novelists and other intellecturals formed a group here Saturday to resist moves 

to revise Japan's war-renouncing constitution, while developing peace and democracy. 
The inaugural ceremony for the "Intellecturals' Congress for Peace and Democracy” 
was held with about 58 supporters attending. Those present included critic Shin 
Aoichi, sociologist Rokuro Hidaka, novelist inzko Sata, Honorary Prof. Tsutomu 
Ouchi of Tokyo University and Prof. Takasuke Kobayashi of Aoyama Gakuin University. 
Eighteen Diet members, including socialist leader Ichio Asukata, also took part. 
Ouchi, Sata and Hidaka were picked as coordinators of the congress at its plenary 
meeting. The formal inauguration of the group came after Prof. Michio Inaba of 
Tokyo University and others set up a preparatory committee in mid-October. The 
first meeting agreed to hold a regular session every month to study and carry out 
ways of promoting their campaign. Kobayashi warned tat remarks recently made by 
Justice Minister Seisuke Okuno are aimed at justifying the gradual amendment of the 
constitutional law. Asukata proposed that November and May be designated as months 
to foster peace and democracy.

JDA TO CHANGE METHOD FOR COMPUTING DEFENSE CONTRACTORS’ PROFIT

The Japanese Defense Agency (JDA) intends to decide on 
a new method for computing defense contractors’ profit ratio 
to military equipment prices by the summer of 1981, This 
will be the first change in about 20 years, 


Prices of aireraft, destroyers, tanks, missiles and 
other defense equipment comprise manufacturers’ products 
cost and @ certain profit ratio. This ratio has been computed 
based on the defense industry's average profit ratio for the 
past 10 years and defense contractors’ financial standings. 
Recent profit ratios are around 3 percent, 





However, Director-General Sadao Takahashi of the JDA's 
Central Procurement Office said, the present standard 
established in the decade starting in 1955 does not meet 
reality. 


In the review, he explained, the JDA has no intention 
of raising the profit ratio, The real purpose is to correct 
unfair sections, if any, of the current system, he added, 


The JDA has commissioned 4 private accounting group to 
review the current profit ratio system and study new methods. 
The group's report is expected by next spring. The agency 
has also set up 4 task force to deal with the review. 


Based on the review, the JDA will @ake a decision on 
the method and time for effectuating it. 


A counterpropoesal on the standard is also expected 
from the defense industry, which has been dissatisfied with 
the existing method,

Japan Radio has been appointed as 4 manufacturer of 
Pdmac Associates Ine,'s R-1651 sonobuoy indicators for 10 
P=«3Ce covered by the second MSDF contract to be concluded 
under the F’ 1980 budget. It has already signed a licensing 
contract with Bdmac and is seeking governmental approval, 
which is expected by the end of October, As the US govern- 
ment 's go-ahead is expected later, Japan Radio is likely to 
start preparations for License production next spring, 
including diepateh of engineering teams to Edmac,. Its 
license production will alse cover such sonobuoy indicators 
for P-3Ca after the second contract, 





Another avionics system for Japan Ytadio's license 
production is the Bdmac ARR-~72 sonobuoy receiver, The 
company is designed to manufacture sich sonobuoy receivers 
for all of MSDF P-~3Cs, ineluding eight aircraft covered by 
the first MSDF P-~3C contract of FY 1978. 





Kokusai Electric has been assigned to manufacture RCA 
APC-161 high-frequency (HF) radio systems and Sperry Marine 
Systems’ CU-2070/ARC HF antenna matching boxes for P-3Cs 
covered by the second and subsequent P-3C contracts. It has 
also been selected to produce HF privacy telephone sets for 
all of the P-3Ce, including eight aircraft in the first 
f= contract, 


Kokusai EBlectric's Licensing contract with RCA has 
already been approved by the government, Its contract with 
Sperry will be signed by early November with government 
approval expected late in the month, 


Its preparations for License production of the radio 
systems and antenna matching boxes will begin next spring 
with engineering teams sent to respective US companies,

PROCUREMENT OF SIMULATORS FOR AA WEAPONS SET

The Ground Self-Defense Force (GSDF) has requested 
¥450 million for procurement of three simulators for testing 
antiaircraft (AA) weapons systems in FY 1981 following the 
first one in FY 1980, according to informed sources. it 
intends to deploy a total of five simulators at ail five 
GSDF regional commande. 





The GSDF AA systems comprise original and improved 
Hawk surface-to-air missiles (SAM), Tan-SAM short-range 
miesiles, Stinger portable SAMs, L-90 35am machine guns and 
the 50 caliber (12, 7am) heavy machine guns. The Tan-SAM 
has been domestically developed for procui «ment from FY 
1981 along with the Stinger. 


The GSDF has already procured simulators for AA systems 
linked with fire-control system (FCS) radars, including the 
Hawk system and L-90 machine guns. Simulators for FCS- 
controled Tan-SAMs are to be procured in FY 1981 along with 
the missiles. 


These simulators cannot cover weapons for testing and 
actual shooting practice for such weapons is difficult in 
Japan, These conditions have prompted the GSDF to facilitate 
procurement of the new simulators. 


Informed sources speculated the new simulators can 
cover 411 of GSDF AA weaponse-- Tan-SAMs and L-90 guns without 
FCS control, caliber 50 guns and Stinger SAMs.

Shigeto 
Nagano, former chief of staff of the ground self-defense force, aleo told a pro- 
fessional seminar at the defense agency that Japan should be prepared for biochemical 
warfare and accumulate enough weapons beforehand against a Soviet preemptive attack 
which he said is “very probable.” The present 40,000 SDF reserves should be more 
than doubled, Nagano said at the seventh top defense seminar held under the auspices 
of the agency. Nagano ale said SDF should possess enough military capability to 
halt and beat back aggressors “out of the country and far out in the sea." “If 
permissible,” Nagano said, “Japan should have forces to hit enemies’ bases.” The 
remark presented a sharp contrast to the view of the government which has ruled 

out an attack on enemies’ bases even if it is secessary for Japan's defense. 

Nagano also called for command over “substantial areas in the Northwestern Pacific" 
so that Japan can close vital straits of Soya, Nemuro and Teushima to contain the 
Soviet Pacific fleet based at Viadivostok. Nagano was top GSDF official for two 
years before he resigned earlier this year because of a scandal involving a retired

The mill, called "the Dijet-Hosoi Mill," has been 
developed by Hosoi for joint production with Dijet Industry 
of Japan, Hosoi has already concluded contracts with GE 
and Sandvik for export of the carbide machine tools. 


The esearch has been prompted by various inquiries 
about the vijet-Hosoi mill made at an international machine 
tool show in the United States in September. 


Although the carbide mill can machine heat-treated SKD, 
SKT, SKB, SUS and FC materials more than 10 times faster 
than high-speed steel tools, data about its processing of 
titanium elloy and other super alloys have yet to be prepared. 
Research is necessary before full-scale sales promotion in 
the United States. Hosoi is hopeful of increased demand 
from the American aircraft industry after the data are 
prepared, 


Most American aircraft manufacturers are using high-speed 
steel tools because low-cost high-speed steel is advantageous 
in heavy machining which wear out a tool every few minutes, 
However, interest is increasing in carbide tools with upgraded 
wear resistance, which can also machine materials at high 
speed with high accuracy. Especially, there is potential 
demand for carbide tools for milling titanium alloy. 
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TAX COUNCIL SUGGESTS NEW TAXES

[Text] Tokyo Nov 7 KYODO--The tax system council Friday suggested to Prime Minister 
Zenko Suzuki that a new excise tax should be levied if sufficient tax revenues were 
to be secured to rehabilitate Japan's debt-ridden public finances. 


The council made the suggestion in a three-year (fiscal 1981-83) tax reform recom- 
mendation submitted to the prime minister. 


The advisory body claimed in the recommendation that a new excise tax which would 
replace the general consumption tax plan, killed shortly before last year's general 
election, should be instituted. 


The council, however, called on the government to make every possible effort to 
minimize outlays and maximize revenues under the existing tax system before it 
decides to levy the projected new excise tax. 


The recommendation also calls for consideration of increases in the individual 
income and local inhabitant taxes if other measures to increase tax revenues are 
found to be inadequate. 


The council stated clearly in the recommendation that some increase in the corpora- 
tion income tax was unavoidable. 


It also called for a raise in the specially reduced income tax rates on medium-size 
and small corporations and public utility corporations, and a higher tax on business 
revenues used as entertainment expenses. 


Increased stamp and securities trading taxes were also recommended. 


Government sources said the finance ministry would propose "selective increases" in 
existing taxes, centered on the corporation income tax, for fiscal 1981 on the basis 
of the recommendation. 


The sources added that the ministry would make every effort to introduce a new 
excise tax from fiscal 1982. 


The recommendation makes no detailed reference to the proposed nex excise tax. 
However, council members feel that the proposed tax should be patterned after the 
European common market's value added tax (VAT).

A subcommittee of the ruling Liberal-Democratic Party's 
Policy Affairs Research Council has adopted a resolution 
urging the government to subsidize the aircraft industry's

For the next fiscal year, the Ministry of Intern: tional 
Trade and Industry (MITI) has requested ¥422 million for the 
Y-XX program, ¥5,159 million (¥1,787 million in FY 1980) 
for the RJ500 program, ¥2,778 million (¥6,943 million) for 
the Boeing 767 program and ¥3,300 million for a new system 
to help finance aircraft purchases, MITI has also sought 
¥3,888 million for the RJ500 project and ¥1,225 million for 
the Boeing 767 project in follow-on disbursement. 


The LDP resolution amounts to full backing for the 
budgetary request for FY 1981. The resolution was adopted 
at a meeting last week of the Subcommittee on the Aircraft 
Industry of the LDP council's Commerce and Industry Committee, 
The subcommittee was set up last April for research into 
Japan's aircraft and defense industry policy. 


LDP members present at the meeting included Acting

RICE CROP EXPECTED 0 BE WELL BELOW PROJECTIONS, DEMAND

[Text] Tokyo Nov 12 KYODO--Rice, the staple food of the Japanese people, will be 
of poorer jualicy and not as tasty as in past years in the 1981 rice year beginning 
Novembe;: . 


This is because the Ministry of Agriculture, rorestry and Fisheries has decided to 
sell rice harvested this autumn by mixing it with surplus rice of the 1978 crop. 


It plans to start supplying some 200,000 tons of the surplus rice, now kept in 
warehouses at low temperature, from early next month. 


The ministry hopes to sell the mixed rice at a price some 5 percent lower than the 
standard price of yen 3,260 per 10 kilograms. 


The step ‘s being taken because this autumm's rice crop is expected to amouxt to 
only 9,820,000 tons, some 1,300,000 tons less than projected, due to the abnormal 
cool weather during the summer months. 


Ministry officials said this autumn's rice crop alone will not be able to meet the 
expected demand of 10,750,000 tons in the new rice year. 


This will be the first time in eight years that eurplus rice is distributed to 
cope with poor rice harvest. 


The mixing of old rice with newly-harvested rice is expected to further promote the 
tendency among the people to shun rice in favor of bread and other staple food. 


The ministry officials explained that the surplus rice to be mixed with the new 
rice crop is of comparatively good quality since they are being stored at low tem- 
perature. 


Due to the decline in rice consumption, the government now has a stockpile of 
6,500,000 tons of unsold rice. 


Some of the surplus rice is being exported abroad.

CURRENT ACCOUNT RECORDS DEFICIT IN OCTOBER

[Text] Tokyo Nov 17 KYODO--Due to a smaller trade surplus, Japan's current account 
returned to the rod in October, the finance ministry announced Monday. 


Preliminary figures showed the October current account suffered a dollar 70 million 
deficit. The account in September chalked up the first surplus in 15 months, of 
dollar 953 million. 


Exports in October were 32 percent above the year before at dollar 11,530 million, 
while imports rose 18 percent to dollar 10,750 million. 


This left a dollar 780 million trade surplus, compared to dollar 1,949 million in 
September. 


The trade figures were calculated by an International Monetary Fund (IMF) method, 
with both exports and imports reckoned on a free on board (FOB) basis. 


Ministry officials blamed the decreased trade surplus on surging oil imports for 
winter. 


On a customs clearance basis, the trade balance was in the red by dollar 294 million 
in October. In the previcus month, Japan posted surplus of dollar 938 million. In 
this case, exports were calculated on a FOB basis and imports on a cost, insurance 
and freight (CIF) basis. 


Shortfalls in invisible trade and transfers narrowed a bit to dollar 850 million 
from dollar 996 million in September. 





Reflecting a sluggish inflow of foreign investments, the October long-term capital 
balance showed a deficit (first in six months) of dollar 910 million, compared 
with a dollar 763 million surplus in September. 


Domestic capital recorded an outflow of dollar 1,120 million, while the foreign 
capital inflow came to dollar 210 million, compared to figures of dollar 1.5 to 
2 billion in the preceding five months. 


As a result, the overall balance of payments (the current account and long- and 
short-term capital accounts) suffered a shortfall of dollar 1,080 million. 
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Thie compared with a dollar 946 million surplus in September and 4 dollar 3,471 
sillion ehortfall a year ago. 


The basic balance of paywente (the current account plue the long-term capitel 


account) recorded a dollar 980 million deficit, from a dollar 1,716 million surplus 
the previous month. 


On a seasonally-adjusted basie, the October current account posted a dollar 85 
@illion deficit against a dollar 435 surplus the previous woath. The overall 


balance was dollar 1,095 million in the red, compared with a dollar 428 million 
surplus 4 @onth ago. 
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SAUDI SOND PURCHASE~-Tokyo, 1 Nov KYODO- -paudi Arabia hae offered to buy a large 
amoun' of privately placed yen-denowinated government=guaranteed bonds in a bid to 
increase ite investments in Japan, the NIHON KEIZAI SHIMBUN reported Saturday. The 
Japavese Government has begun waking 4 study to meet the offer made by the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency (SAMA), the nation's central bank, according to the economic 
vernacular. SAMA said it wanted to purchase not only Japanese national bonds but 
yen-denominated government-guaranteed beads issued by public corporations on a 
private placement basis, saying that tne amount of publicly placed bonds availabie 
for ite purchase was limited, the daily quoted official sources as saying.

The basic design has been approved by the JDA, making 
it promising for Japan to catch up with advanced CCV 
technology in the United States and Burope, MHI has already 
started test fabrication of some CCV components under the

According to the JDA and MHI, the basic design had 
standard marks for five of the six CCV evaluation items, 
including the fly-by-wire control and turning performance, 
The remaining item of combat performance has not been 
subject to the basic design, 


The JDA appropriated about ¥150 million from the FY 
1978 budget for basic research into the CCV with MHI appointed 
prime contractor. MHI organized a 40-man research team 
jointly with other aircraft manufacturers such as KHI and 
rl for the just-completed systems research and basic CCV 
design, 


The JDA has also earmarked about ¥3,400 million in the 
FY 1979-81 budgets for specific design and fabrication of

The JDA and MHI expect that they will be able to acquire

Although the TR&DI wants to adopt the XF-3 small turbo- 
fan engine now under local development for the MT-X, the 
basic design will emerge before completion of the XF-3

The Metal Mining Agency of Japan will set up a task 
force Nov. 13 to study techniques for analyzing data from 
the nation's first earth resources satellite (ERS-1), which 
MITI and the Science & Technology Agency plan to launch in 
FY 1986, 


The 12-man task force, to be led by Prof. Yoshinori 
Ishii of Tokyo University, will prepare reports by the end 
of FY 1980 or March 1981 on effective utilization of ERS-1 
data for natural resources exploration and a long-term 
comprehensive program for research and development of ERS-1 
data application techniques until FY 1986, The reports 
have been commissioned by MITI's Agency of Industrial 
Science and Technology. 


In the study, the committee is expected to acquire 
multispectral data for natural resources-rich areas by 
using a multispectral scanner mounted on aircraft. 


The software study will precede research and development 
of the satellite by MITI and the Science & Technology Agency 
starting in FY 1981 for a six-year run, For FY 1981, they 
have requested ¥3,970 million for the ERS-1 hardware program, 


At present, the Metal Mining Agency analyzes geological 


photo data sent from satellites of the US National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration (NASA).

ANTIMORTAR RADAR PROGRAM--The GSDF/TR&DI are hopeful that the Ministry of 
Finance will approve their ¥900 million budget request for development of a 
new antimortar radar in FY 1981, although the request was disapproved in FY 
1980, according to informed sources. This is because priority is given to the 
new antimortar radar in the JDA Director-General's instructions on research 

and development projects for next fiscal year. The new radar is planned to
